Observers Suggest Blast 
May Have Sent Craft To 
Lower Depths, Crumpling Hull 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., 
Navy officials arranged today for a 
court of inquiry to seek the cause 
of the foundering of the submarine 
0-9 and loss of her entire crew of 
33. 


A naval spokesman disclosed 
principal witnesses would include 
inspectors at the 0-9’s New London, 
Conn., base who reportedly certi- 
fied to her fitness recently. 


Rear Admiral Richard Edwards, 
Atlantic fleet submarine comman- 
der who directed futile efforts to 
reach the 0-9 crew in their steel 
tomb 26 miles at sea, revealed that 
first reports concerning the 0-9’s 
activities at “swept” testing grounds 
off here were not entirely accurate. 

According to Edwards the 0-9 
and her sister-submarines 0-6 and 
0-10 cruised to the Portsmouth trial 
area and conducted a series of un- 
derwater tests. 

At 7:36 a. m. (EST) Friday the 
0-9 began a lengthy submergence, 
driving through the water with only 
her periscope showing. Officers 
aboard the other ships watched the 


periscope had disappeared. 

Naval observers believed an ex- 
plosion might have occurred in en- 
gine or battery rooms to send the 
ship plunging to the mud bottom

Germany today hurled the full 
fury of her massive war machine 
‘against Russia on a_ 1,700-mile 
| front, smashing ahead with tanks, 
| storm troops and flame-throwers, 
paced by deadly bombing attacks of 
the Luftwaffe. 

Moscow reported Russian lines 
held fast at most points but indi- 
cations were that the Naz attack 
| was developing terrific striking 
| power against Soviet defenses in the 
| Baltic states, at the fortress_ of 
Brest-Litovsk on the central front 
;and along the Bessarabian gateway 
{to the riches of the Ukraine and 
Caucasus. 

Russia and Britain replied to the 
Nazi offensive by sending their air 
fleets into action. The Brtish slash- 
ed savagely at the Nazi-held coast 
of France, the heavy industries of 
the Ruhr and the ship facilities of 
the north German coast. The Rus- 
sians pounded east Prussia. 

First accounts of the fighting by 
Germany’s soldier-reporters told of 
a terrific assault upon Brest-Lit- 
ovsk, just across the river Bug from 
the new Russo-German frontier. 

The Germans spread a report 
that an anti-Soviet revolt had oc-

This adobe was built soon after 1823 | 
by Don Francisco Castro. It was a 
part of the inheritance of his 
daughter Martina who became the 
wife of Juan Bautiste Alvarado, one 
of the most picturesque figures in 
the early history of California. 
When all the world and his 
brother were rushing to the gold 
country in 1849, Alvarado retired to 
this adobe. He made many im- 
provements, planting an orchard, 


and, according to Mrs. Purcell in 
her excellent “History of Contra 
Costa County” the Alvarados lived 
here in an aristoératic manner. 


Mrs. Anna Alvarado, daughter- 
in-law of the Governor, lived on the | 
Alvarado Rancho and tells how liv- | 
ing in the adobe was romantic but 
not always convenient. She remem- 
bers how the garden with its arbor 
covered with grapevines and climb- 
ing roses was a thing of beauty. 


Today the Alvarado adobe is used ! 
as a store house. In the garden old | 
pear trees, a grapevine and a 
climbing rose bear mute testimony 
to past glories. Yet the old adobe
